Queen's 
weiitliLT provuiled, and in consequence there 
was a liirgii turn nut, not only in tlie Par- 
liament gfouiiJs and in the Senate cham- 
bers, but upon the streets throuph which 
the vice-regal party drove, attended by an 
escort of cavalry and by a brilliant staff. 
Tlio Ottuwa Field Battery pred Htlutes from 
Parliunient Ilill duri^ His Excellency's 
progress from Bideaii Hall to the Senate 
Ghumber. At tho enlrance to the Purlia- 
ment buildings a guard of )ionor was drawn 
up of the Governor-Genersl's Guards, who 
gave the usual salutes.

A Friend of Secretary. ]N>ater to Visit 
Bchriiigr's Sea 'and IhYestigfiite 
the Sitnation. 



Sir Julian Fanncefote Willing: that 
Sealinsr be Discontinued for a 
Certain Period.

Wa.shincton City, April29. — Sensational 
developments may be expected iu connection 
with the dispute over the seal fisheriesques- 
tion. Sir .Julian Fauncefote has endeavored 
fur a week past to try and induce Secretary 
Ulainq to join the British government iu a 
movement relative to the inatter, but the 
secretary of state is not willing to enter into 
the proposed negotiations. Sir Julian is 
now said to have become hully, and insists 
that some definite understanding be reached 
without delay. Secretary Blaine refuses to 
discuss the subject for publication, but Sec- 
retary i'oster, who exercises jurisdiction 
over the seal fisheries of Alaska, is more 
communicative. Secretary Foster btatcd 
this morning that ho had nothing to do with 
tho diplomatic phase of tho (juestion, but he 
is interested iu seeing that the fur seal com- 
pany, having the contract for taking seals, 
carries out ite compact trith thegovernment. 
In revieving the situation Secretary Foster 
said that congressi two years ago, author- 
ized the secretary of the treasury to 
send Professor Elliott,, connected with the 
Smithsonian Institution, to Alaska to 
make a thorough examination of the condi- 
tion of seals on the islands. Last summer 
he visited Alaska and prepared an elnborato 
report on tho subject. It now iippears that 
his report is not entirely acceptable, aud as 
there is controversy over some of his state- 
ments it was deemed advisable to send 
another agent to Alaska, in order that there 
may be no further dis|nite as to whether or 
not .seals are decreasing, as is claimed by 
Professor .KUiott in his report. 

Stanley Brown, who is a jiersonal friend 
of Secretary l'o.stcr, has been selected to 
visit Alaska in a rovonuc cutter anil make a 
tliormigh invcHtigation of the real situation 
as it exists there. Iu detailing the revciuie 
cutter to take Mr. Brown to tho seal 
islands, the secretary wished to avoid using 
thu comjiany's .steamers, which ini<;ht be 
cnnstrueil as favorable to the company. The 
secretary says he has given iikm-c attention 
1(1 this sealing subject since he entered tlie 
tr(Msui'y than almost any other cpiestion 
coming before him, and intends to see that 
justice i.s done all concerned. Mr. Brown 
will start for .-Maska the middle of May, 
and will reliirn as soon as practic- 
able. When Profcpaor KUiott submitted 
hi'i report he proposed that a commission 
made up of representatives from .'Vmerica 
and England proceed to Alaska and see the 
state of afiTuirs for themselves. Ho claimed 
that tho seals were beiug exterminated, and 
advooated an agreement be.tween tho two 
countries by which , itll taking of seals 
would be discontinued for a cei-tain period, 
in order to allcv breeding to ensue. Sir 
Julinn Paunci fote, on behalf of the British 
government, accepted this proposition, and 
it is said he his been for somo time urging 
the plan upon tho govcrnmant, nnd if ho 
fails entirely there is no telling what his 
next move may bo.

Fire Iu a rrlsoB^ 

Stili.watkii, Minn., April 29.— Tho state 
prison this evening was visited by a de- 
structive lire. At !) o'clock the inmates and 
the citizens residing in that locality were 
startled by an explosion. The old paint 
shoj) owned by tlio state and occupied by 
the Minnesota Thresher Co., was shivered 
by the force of tho explosion, and the whole 
was ill a mass of flames. The Steam fire 
engine soon arrived. 

The convicts were panic-stricken, owing 
to smoke in the cellroom. Mrs. Walker, 
tho matron, had the female prisoners up 
and clothed. Tho building was tilled with 
all kinds of inflammable material, consisting 
of casks of varnish, benzine aud oils used iu 
the works. 

'J'he wind carried live coals a long dis- 
tance, but men being statioued on all build- 
ings liable to take lire, the loss fell alto- 
gether on tho building in which it started.

Blood 
was discovered on the shirt and on the 
floor of the hallway between the rooms 
occupied by the woman and Frenchy. 
Several spots of blood were disi'.overed on 
the iii'ido of the door of Freiichy's room, 
and there were lilood marks on tlio blanket 
in till! room. The blanket had clots of 
blood upon it as if a person had wiped his 
hands upon it.

The. story of the Struggle Graphic- 
. ally Told by an Officer of 
U. M. S. Pheasant. 



The Blockade of Iquique— TLe Two 
Leaders Hold a Gousultation 
on Uoard the Warspite. 

(San Francisco Chroniolo.) 

Lieutenant Lister, of her Britiiunic ma- 
jesty's guubout Pheiksant, gives the follow- 
ing account of the< warfare now being waged 
in Chili, togothnr with the causes' that led 
to the rebellion : 

In January lu3t President Bidmacedu 
iasued a number of decrees that tlie Cliilean 
Congress waa opposed to. Among tliese was 
a decree ordaining that all paper money in 
circulation should be witbdruwn and silver 
coin used. This was objected to on the 
ground that many people had largo quanti- 
ties of the paper, and to withdraw it all at 
a day's notice would put a stop to all fiuun- 
oial affairs. Laborers would demand equiva- 
lent payment in silver, and no coin would 
be forthcoming. Congress held that such 
action would paralyze all trade. Balinaceda, 
however, refused to listen to any represent- 
ations, and promulgated a number of decrees 
that, wliile in accord witli the powers 
grar.ted to ilio President by the t'hiloan 
Constitution, had never been put into force 
by previous I'residcnts. 

Anotlier decree was announced dismissing 
from tlie naval service a nmubcr of oliiccrs 
wlio luul served for many years, and wliile 
they were told, shoiilil tlic country rccjuiro 
them for duty in the fntnru, they were to 
seek civil employment until such a time ar- 
rived. I'lu! officers ploiuled tliat they had 
been educated for a naval life anil were not 
adapted for civil professions. The army and 
navy tlien secretly agreed to combine to oust 
Balmaceda and bis Cabinet. Tlie President 
took passige from Valparaiso on one of the 
navy ahipi for a journey to the soutii, anil 
while on board of the vessel he obtained in- 
formation of the intended revolt. Upon hia 
arrival at bis destination he immediately 
hurried overland to Santiago, the capital, 
and commenced to make arrangements to 
disband the navy. 

On January 7th the war ship Alnurante 
Cochrane towed all the navy ships out of 
the harbor of Valparaiso, and tbey got up 
steam, Commodore Mont a.s3uniing com- 
inund. By his orders the vessels proceeded 
to coast ports.and the entire llect of Ciiiiean 
merchant stwuncra was seized, excepting the 
Imperiale. President of the Congress Silva 
is, the director orthe insurgents, and he, in 
. company with a nuniher of wealthy support- 
ers of the cause, took up their quarters on 
the war ships. On January I4th the Alrai- 
rantc Cochrane and Magallanes steomed into 
Iquique and ordered vjsssels then, in harbor 
to stop landing provisions and fuel, pro- 
claiming a blockude,. The Pheraant was in 
harbor, and on January 19th the Governor 
of Iquique and Captain Valangchea had a 
conference on board of the gunboat, but no 
arrangements could be made to the satisfac- 
tion of both parties. 

The wur sliip Blanco arrived on the 20t 
and the blockade commenced. Up to lb 
date the shipping were unloading cargo and 
loading iiitrales.but all work was suspended 
on the 20th. Practically there was no light 
ing, but a few stray shots were lired from 
the ships as a warning to ihe garrison. On 
February 4th the comniiinder of the Blanco 
sent a notice to the Consular body and 
the Governor that be should consider Iijiii 
que to be a fortified town, and tlint be 
intended to opi n (ire upon it. British rcsi 
dents, women and children, went on board 
the ships in the harbor for safety. The 
Consuls forwarded a letter to the Blanco, 
and it was arranged that in order to give 
the non-combatants time to seek refuge the 
bombardment should be deferred until (i p 
m. on Febrnary Gtli. On the night of Fell 
ruary 4tb the Government ste imer Imperiale 
evaded the warships and landed tiOOsoldi'-rs 
at a point south of Iquique to garrison the 
town. The army remained loyal to Balma 
ceda, as he doublid their pay. 

Desultory shots were exchanged between 
the troops aud the ships, until a naral bri- 
' Bade from the Blanco landed on February 
17tb. They took charge of the custom house 
that day, hut returned the same evening to 
their ships, hearing tbAt a strong body of 
tcpops was coining. Next day the brigade 
again landed, and during the iiioruiog of the 
. IStb Colonel Soto with 200 soldiers arrived, 
after a thirty days' march. His soldiers 
were famished and thirsty, and only after a 
pr jr I seiirch succesided in obtaining 
foo. ■ water. Tlie naval brigade attack 
ed 1 !i" lovcrnment troops, aiiled by the 
w..ral.i -1. Fighting continued until 1 

E. m. aiid cea^ed until '2:.'!0 p. in., at wliici 
our a lire broke out in a store. The Gov- 
ernment soldiers set /ire to other stores, and 
Soto refused to allow the lire brigade to ex 
tiiiguish the (i.imes. D. fenceless women, 
decrepit old men and cbiUlrcii tell victim; 
to the shots of the combalaiits. .More of 
these helpless people were killed th 
troops. 

The British flagship Warspite was in the 
harbor, and Captain Lambton went onshore 
in the steam launch to interview Colonel 
Soto and the naval brigade with a view t 
stop the slaughter and put out the llamci 
while the launch was on the way to tl 
shore an accidental shot siruck her, but i ii 
apology was tendered by the shore authori 
ties for the action. Captain Lambton gaiu' 
ed his desire, the fires were ei'Linffuislud, 
and an armistice agreed upon until noon of 
the 20th. The two leaders met on board of 
the Warspite on February 20th, and Colonel 
'Soto with his. troops surrendered and the 
naval brigiido took charge of the town. The 
troops were disarmed and the wounded sent 
to Valparaiso. A large number of laborers 
from the n.trate works near Iquique joined 
the insurgents. Macy of these uufortu 
nates were shot down by the Government 
troops because they asked for food. 

Pis iguu was captured by tho insurgents 
inFebiuary. They gave the town up in 
few days and it was agiin occupied by ll 
Government troops, On Pebrnary '.!()tli the 
ships lamb'd two brigades, one occupying the 
woods bi'biii'l the town, the other landii 
on tho beach. 

Tho garrison was caught between two (ires 
and a fearful slaughter ensued. The i 
chint ships in the liai bor were crowiled will; 
refugees. The upper jinrlion of the Briti 
Consulate was knockeil down and tho build 
ing with otlier editiees are in ruins from the 
bombard nil nt.

Tho insurgents are said to have plenty of 
men and m moy on the ships, but they are 
short of ammunition and fuel. At Callao 
the Peruvians are looking on, rogaiding tho 
insttrrection as a punislmient on the Cliilians 
for their previous conduct, and rejoicing 
that tho power of the nation is broken 
down. There is no doubt that the Argen. 
tine Republic would have taken advantage 
of the rebellion to' hivade Chili had it not 



been for the fact that at the present time a 
state of revolution prevails in'^the country. 

Unless the United States and European 
powers interfere to stop the present in- 
trrneeino warfare in Chili the strife can 
only end when either side is devoid of 
means to continue the conflict. . The losses 
to British, German, and American interests

A letteir. re(!eived in this city yesterday 
dated- Yalparaiso, March 13, says: "A

A SADDENED HOME. 

Stephen Ash Ldses Hli Life Throash a Hli- 
atep— The Maugled Bemaln* Broneht 
to the City. 

When the GovemnienL steamer, Sir 
James Douglas, returnoil from Uonilla Point 
yesterdiiy, her crew, with sucl hearts, carried 
aahoro the mangled body of Stephen Ash, 
one of their number, who lost hia life during 
the trip. 

The Douglas left here on Friday lait, 
with Mr. Win. P. Anderson, chief engineer 
of the Marine department, to pay an otBcial 
viail to Race Rocks, Honilla Point and Car- 
nianah lights. She met with very rough 
weather, and early Monday morning an- 
chored off Banfield creek, a couple of miles 
from the Cape Beale lights, in order that 
Mr. Anderson might cross by tlie trail to 
that station. The chief engineer was ac- 
companied on hia tramp through the bush 
by Mr. Owen, mate of the Douglas, Mr. 
Grunt, the engineer, and two deck hands, 
Henry Georgesou and Stephen Ash. 

Georpeson, Ash, and the mate kept to 
gether, in advance of the other two mem 
bera of the party, until they struck the tel- 
ephone line and Government trail leading to 
the li)(ht-house. Then Georgeson was sent 
On ahead to prepare the light-keeper for the 
reception of the party. He was told to 
cross the head of Mud Bay, which breaks 
the trail for a short distance, and take the 
path by the surveyor's stake on the other 
side, and it would lead him to the light- 
house. This ho did, finding his way with- 
out difiiculty. A few nanutes after he 
had gone ahead, the mate seeing 
that Aah appeared to bo in a hurry, too, 
Told him he might co on if he cared to, and 

f dkye him the same directions that Georgeson 
ltd rooeived. Ash started on, but never 
reaohed the llcht houses When the main 
party airived, tlie mate sent Georgeson 
baok is fift as Mud Bay to see if he could 
^nd the misalDg man. He could not, and 
the two daughters of the light keeper then 
rblunteered to search for him. They found 
that ha had crossed the swamp and again 
struck the trail safely, but had left it a few 
yards further on, taking one of the many 
paths made by the gouts kept about the 
place. This led him towards the coast, but 
his footprints were lost sij^ht of in tlie tall 
grass. The girls shouted and fired several 
revolver .shots, but could get no answer. 
They then rekurned home, and the next day 
the search was resumed. 

Ash's body was found at the foot of a 
clifT, seventy-five or eiglity feet high, 
covered with underbrush at the crest. 
The stones and loose earth had been broken 
away where the unfortunate man fell, 
and, when discovered, ho lay on 
his back, covered with several 
feet of water. Examination showed that 
although his head was badly cut, the skull 
was not fractured, and the external wounds 
were not sufficient to cause death. The 
natural inference was that the injuries re- 
ceived deprived Ash of sensibility and he 
drowned without a struggle. 

At a coroner's inquest held yesterday 
afternoon, the jury of which Mr. Bowman 
w»8 foreman, returned a verdict of acci- 
dental death. The funeral will probably 
take place to-day. Deceased was a steady, 
young fellow, of about thirty years of age. 
He came here about a year a]{o, from the 
East, with liis wife and two little ones, who 
are now living on Upper Pandora street. 
Mrs. Ash is at present in a rery serious 
condition, and breaking the news to her 
was a task which required the greatest 
delicacy. Her grief is heart-rending, and 
the fear is expressed that it may seriously 
Interfere with her recovery to heilth and 
(■treogth.

Mil Applleation to the Git; Council for 
Exemption From Taxation. 

W. J. Pendray was seen yesterday at his 
establishment, on Humboldt street, on the 
subject of the application made by him to 
the City Council for exemption from ta.xa- 
tion. " I suppose," he said, " you have 
come to sou mo on the subject of my appli- 
cation to the City Council, last night. The 
fact is I have been in business hers for 15 
years'and .ba%'e been crtwlnally increasing 
my trade and- my facflitiea.' Some days 
aince an application was mode by parties 
''1«^E^ desirect to start in the same line as I 
'aiD,~ and I made up my niiud that I, who 
had already .done what these people pro. 
pose to do, am entitled'to the same amount 
of consideration. I have made considerable 
outlays in this city for material, for n.achin 
cry and for wages. Surely I ought to he 
placed on ot least the same fottini; as, if not 
a better one, than others who are simply 
proposing to do something. I already 
manufacture a considerable quantity of 
vinegar, and have in inv employment a man 
whom I brou^iit out from ICngland for the 
express purpose of making; wa.shhig powder, 
extracts, jams, jellies, pickles, raspberry 
vinegar, fruit syrups, etc. As you are 
aware, I make white wine ami malt 
vinegar, laundry and toilet soaps, blue, 
blacking, sal aoda, rosin and stove polish. 
I also niamifa^jturc hat bnxes, hoot and 
shoe boxes, candy boxes and blacking boxes, 
for the latter of which I have recently 
obtained a new machine of the latest 
description. I propose to enter into a num- 
ber of other lines, and have a separate 
building in which my vinegar is made 
where I shall turn out a large variety of 
the more delicate productions." 



S A PIOUS FRAUD. 

Klder GerranI, In the Guise of a Clergyman, 
Cnnglit SmugKllns: Opium from Victoria 
to Port Tovvnsend. 

Elder Gcrrard is a pleasant appearing 
gentltman with a smooth face and a general 
ministerial appoaTAnco. Ho took passage at 
Victoria last Tuesday crening for Port 
Townsend on board the steamer North 
..Pacific. In his hand Mr. Gi-rrard carried a 
' small box, in which, imbedded in rich Van- 
couver Island soil, was a beautiful geranium 
plant. > ' The ' gentleman went quietly on 
board the steamer, and entering the cabin 
placed'his flower box on the seat beside Iiim 
and drew from h!s pocket a bible which he 
silently communed with all the way over, 
bracing himself, no doubt, against the 
temptations and perils which constantly be- 
set the traveler on his journey through life, 
especially between Victoria and Port 
Townsend. 

Iii8])octor of Customs William Learned 
observed the reverend pentlcmanin his pious 
ineditatidMS. He also observed the bloom- 
ing geranium and tho bible. Mr. Learned 
determined to lind out what kind of roots 
the plant had m ho probed the soil around 
the tlowcr and discovered tliat it was nour- 
ished by 19 cans of opium, nine pounds in 
all.

(icrrard, was brought before Uidted States 
Commissioner J. (i. ,Swan on Wediiesdny, 
and was held to the United States Court, 
his bail being set at $'22o. As lie could not 
find a bondsman ho is still in the hands of 
Deputy United States Marshal, W. .).

PARLIAMENT OPENED. 

The present session of the Dominion Par- 
liument is not likely to be long, It meets 
at a bmy time o{ the year and members 
will lie eager to get throuyh with tlie worii 
so that they may return to their homes and 
their business with tlic least possiijio deluy. 
It is not probable that the Opposition will 
attempt to prolong the session by unneces- 
sary talk, and the Government, synipatliiz- 
ing with the private members, will uo douht 
do what they can to expedite business. The 
blue books we see are all rendy, and Iiave 
been laid on the desk of i.ienibeis, and it 
may be taken for granted that the Govern- 
ment have made all possible preparations 
for the meeting of Parliament. > 

It is seen from the Speech from the 
Throne that appears in another column of 
this paper, that tlie Government are bound 
to do all they promised before, and during, 
the elections, to negotiate a reciproeity 
treaty with tho United States. Our read- 
ers will be pleased to see that the statements 
made by the Opposition . press, with respect 
to' the refusal of the United States Oovern- 
ment to listen to proposals for a limited re- 
ciprocity, were untrue. Tliis shows that 
the unpatriotic efforts made by 
Canadian Liberals to induce tho 
United States Governmeut to close 
the door ' against negotiations with 
the present (Jovernment have been fruitless. 
That such efforts have been made tlie revel- 
ations of the late campaign place beyond a 
doubt, and as traitors, when tliey can plot 
with impunity, do not discontinue tlieir 
nefarious work, loyal Canadians may lie 
morally certain that the treacherous and 
unpatriotic intriafues are still going on. 
But, if energy and ability and an earnest 
desire to promote tho best interests of tlic 
people of the Dominion can defeat the 
plotters and procure for Canada a reason- 
able and mutually beneficial trade arrauge- 
• m ent with the United States, those objects 
"wrtrbe attained before"very~long. It is not 
pleasant to think that there are Canadians 
vho are secretly trying to obatruct tlic 
Government in every step they lake to 
obtain reciprocity with the United .Siates, 
and to arrive at a good understanding wiih 
its Government on other matters, but, re- 
luctant as honest men are to believe thai 
such is tho case, it would be folly, from 
what hiis been brought to light, to come to 
any other conclusion. If some months ago 
leading Liberals were accused of Huggcsling 
to American public men how Canadians 
could best be compelled; to sue for asneza- 
tion their denials would be loud and indig- 
nant, yet ths letters and other writings 
read by Sir John Macdonald and Sir 
Charles Tnppcr prove that men calling 
themselves Canadians were capable 
of pursuing such a course, and 
we are satisfied that the Premier 
and the Chief Commissioner gave 
the people of this country but a glimpse of 
the secret doings of the schemers — they 
lifted but a very small corner of the veil. 
It is aincerely to be hoped that llio negotia- 
tions that are to be opened in October ncvt 
will result in benefitting Canada in many 
ways. 

The measures promised by the Govern- 
ment are important, but they are not of a 
kind to provoke controversy. The dobiites 
on them will he business debiitcH, v.nil there 
is no fear of their being needlessly delayed 
in their passage through the legislature. 

AN INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS. 

An International Congress of Miners met 
in Paris at the beginniii| of laet month. 
The principal subject thacbngaged their at- 
tention was tho length of the working day. 
All were in favor of an eight lioura' day. 
The no<t question to bo consideiud was, 
how was it to be secured — by the unions or 
by legislation ? Tho g eat majority favored 
the. interposition of la^^ in the matter. If ■ 
the legislatures of the different countries 
could not be prevailed - upon' to enact an I 
crr.3 



eight-hours' law, then it was decided that 
there should he a general strike, not in one 
country only, but in all countries. There 
were present at the Congress delegates 
from Great Britain, France, Germany and 
Belgium. After a great deal of discussion, 
in whicli some among tho audience, unin- 
vited, took part, tho following resolution was 
passed : 

" The International Congre.s.-i of Miners, 
now sitting at the Bourse du Travail, deems 
that a general and inlernationnl strike may 
become necessary to obtain an eight hours' 
day. The Congress, however, before resort- 
ing to such an extreme measure, invites the 
Governments and Parliaments of the nation- 
allies represented ut this Congress, to agree 
to an international convention dealing with 
an eight hours' day in mines, ' whether be- 
longing to the State or toiprivate enterprise; 
this international convention to be siroilur 
to those which the various 'Gdvernmonts 
have applied for the regulation of the 
postal, telegraphic, railway ivnd navigation 
services." 

Thirty-four British delegates voted for 
this resolution and five against it. The 
British delegates, it appears, were the only 
men in tho Congress who believed that an 
eight hours day could be obtained in any 
way except by legal enactment. The 
resolution, strong as it was, did not go far 
enough to please tlie Belgians. Tho Belgian 
delegates gave a lurid picture of tho condi- 
tion of tho miners in their country, and 
insisted upon resorting immediately to 
means calculated to procure a mitigation of 
their sufifer|ni{8. They appeared to think 
that an immediate strike of the miners of 
Belgium is necessary. Their representative 
and spokesman, M. Defuisseau, earnestly 
asked the mincis of other nationalities to 
assist and support them in any measures 
which they should decide to take. After 
some discussion, in which the Yorkshire 
miners promised to assist the Belgians with 
their purses, the whole Congress standing, 
with raised hands, pledged tlioniselves to 
help the Belgians in their olTorta to better 
their condition. Tho scene is desoriljed as 
a dramatic one, and tho excitement, when 
the promise of assistance was so solemnly 
made, intense. 

An international committee was np- 
piinted, which was invested with full 
power to draw up statutes for the govern- 
ment of the Miner's International Federa- 
tiou, which statutes are to he voted upon 
at tho next meeting of the Congress. 

This international eongrecs of miners is 
one of the signs of the times. It shows that 
working-men of different nations are be- 
ginning to see that their interests are iden- 
tical, and that they .should be promoted by 
combined action. This international com- 
binatioa will no doubt cause employers and 
capitalists of different natioDS also to com- 
bine. Organization on one side must be 
met by organization on the other. This is 
only right and natural, and it is also 
for the best. Organized bodies can 
meet and negotiate much more readily 
and more elVectively tliaii a numl)er of in- 
dividuals. A reasonable settlement will be 
much more likely to be arrived at between 
an orc;anization of workmen and an organ 
ization of employers than between single 
groups of workmen and indiviilnal em 
ployera, and it is certain to be more per- 
iniinent. The watchword of both employers 
and employed in these days is "orgunize !" 



PEACEMAKERS. 



The Irish people are beginning to find out 
tliat many of those whom they have been 
taught to regard as their hereditary enemies 
entertain towards them the most friendly 
feelings, and are ready to do what they can 
to assist those among them who need help. 
Lady Zetland, from Dublin Castle, and Miss 
lialfour, the sister of " Bloody Balfour," 
from London, have gone through the con 
gested districts of the west of Ireland on an 
errand of mercy. Tliese two ladies have 
made a long and fatiguing journey to see for 
themselves what can be done to relieve the 
distress unhappily existing in that part of 
Ireland. At their appeuianco prejudice 
seems to have vanished. Diflercnces of 
c eed and ra e, and party have lieen forgot- 
ten. They have received from tho warm- 
hearted and grateful people, and their spirit 
iial guides, ten thousand welcomes. Priests 
anil ])cople have joined in giving them an 
entlHisiastic reception when they arrived, 
and in sliowei iiig blessings on tlieiii wIkmi 
they departed. .Some of tlie de- 
monstrations were spontaneous and 
very touching. The women and 
children of the Island of Inniskea be 
ing much too poor to make any display of 
welcome that cost money, inado heaps of 
dry grass and heath and set tlieni on fire. 
Tliese bonfires, witli thousands of prayers 
and invocations, showed how glad the poor 
lishermen and their families were to see the 
good women who camo from such a distance 
to relieve their distress. Wherever Lady 
Zetland and Miss Balfour halted in their 
journey, crowds assembled to welcome them 
but not an angry word was spoken, not a shil- 
Iclali ilouriahed, not un eye was blackened, 
or a head broken. People both in England 
and Ireland must h&ve been strnck witli Ihe 
difference in the demeanor and language of 
tho crowds that assembled to greet these 
two English ladies, and the conduct of the 
mobs which gathered but a short time pre- 
vious to listen to and to greet Mr. Parnell 
and other patriots. This is the comment 
which the London Times makes upon the 
contrast: 

" What is now going on upon the West 
Coast may, peilmps, remind many in Ire- 
land of certain condit ons of tlie Irish 
problem, whiuh it is the cue of the patriots 
to keep out of sight for the present, it 
may help others to realize the fact that, in 
spite of poisonous suggestions and wicked 
incitements, it is still possible to appeal by 
ordinary human methods to tho poorer 
classes of Irishmen. It shows further, that 
tho prpceas isnotat ttll interfferodvVvith by 
th.vt 'IresMuto OOTerameiitiV^whloti B^^^^ the 
GhidHtonians with ftiry and calls forth fheir 
most opprobious lanaunge. Except the pro- 
fessional patriots and the rowdies who do 
their biddiag, no one in Ireland owes Mr. 
Balfour any grudge for his vigorous en- 



forcement of the law. Ho has only to add 
active amelioration of the lot of the poor, in 
order to convert their neutrality into 
hearty partisanship. Without making two 
much of all this, it seems to us to contain 
no little encouragement for Unionists to 
persevere in their double policy of main- 
taining law and improving social condi- 
tions." 

It may be said that the benevo- 
lence of Lady Zetland and Miss 
Balfour is all intended fo;- political effect. 
We do not think so. It is not unusual for 
Englishwomen of station to do good for good's 
sake, and there can be uo doubt that tho 
distress in parts of Ireland is severe enough 
to make kind-hearted people who witness it 
willing to make unusual exertions -for, its 
relief. Even admittiiig that inony of those 
who contribute to tho fund which these 
ladies administer were influenced by a do- 
sire to dispel Irish prejudice against the 
"Saxon," could a more noble or a more 
beneficial way bo found to produce that 
good result ? If politieians never do worse 
than to ulothe the naked and to feed the 
hungry and stir up tlio rich and thoughtless 
to works of benevolence and philanthrophy, 
they would deserve the praise of all good 
men, and would occupy a much higher 
position tlian they do at present in all parts 
of the world.

IMPORTS AND EXPOBTS. 

Very Satisfactory Statements-Uustoms Bev- 
enne 924,722 Greater That That of 
Atirll, 1890. 

The oustoms revenue receipts, at the port 
of Victoria, for the uiontli of April, wliicli 
concluded yesterday, amounted to S103,- 
160.81, of which §98,445.02 were from duties, 
§4,721.79 being from other sources. Tho 
total revenue for April, 1800, was §78,414,- 
81, the increase this year having been §24,- 
722. The dutiable imports for April, 1891, 
were .§,327,620, duty free §110,074, a total 
import of §438,294. For April, 1890, 
the dutiable imports reached $194,- 
470, duty freo §109,424— a total 
of §303,900.00, an increase this year of 
§134,394, no less than §1,')3, 144 of which 
was dutiable goods. As ooncerna revenue, 
there have been only two years since Vic- 
toria became a port of entry when the April 
receipts were larger than those of tliia year, 
viz., 1884 — a period of exten.-ive R. R. 
construction — when they reached §106,539.- 
00, and 1887, when there were changea in 
the tariflf — importers being allowed to take 
out their goods within a certain period — 
then the month's revenue reuehed $123,,'173, 
00. The three years revenue ooinpires aa 
followa : June, 1887, §123,37,100 ; October, 
1884, §106,539.00 ; April, 1891, §103,100.81 
Thero are, it is pleasant to aay, no ciroum 
stancca other than the growth of busineas 
to account for this substantial augmentation 
of §24,722.00 over tho revenue of April 
1890. 

As concerns exports, the total export for 
April, 1891, was more than three times that 
of April 1890, the figures being : April, IS91 , 
$196,718.00 ; and oT-April, 1890, $61,816.00. 
Of this in 189! only 18.804.00 were not the 
produce of Canada, while in 1890931,749.00 
came under that category. These figures 
canuot fail to he assuring. The provincial 
output and export is thus increasing to a 
far greater proportionate degree than ia the 
import. udeed . the month's balance of 
trade ia in our favor to the amount of no 
less than 993,551.19. In April, 1890, the 
balance of trade was againat us to th? ex- 
tent of 910,848.13,

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- SUMMONING CARRIAGES. 

The Gross OiitraK" Thut DIvos Pcrpe- 
tratcH Upon Ills Neighbors. 
When primitive man — he of the bone 
caverns and paleolithic implcm.?nts — 
wished to summon liis retainers ho 
stood up and howled for them, says the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. His descend- 
ants have sought out many inventions; 
they have devised the telegraph, the 
telephone, the Kpccial delivery, the dis- 
trict nietisenger ;md a great variety of 
contrivances for making signals— and 
yet when Dives, gives a hall and finds it 
necessary to summonXthO^carijages of 
his guests in the small liburs of the 
morning he has no better means of 
doing so than were possessed by his 
historic ancestor, lie sends a servant 
to stand on tlie sidewalk and how! for 
an hour or two xmtil the carriages, 
which are. scattered about tlic streets 
for two or three squares in every direc- 
tion, have been calied up and loaded, 
during ^vhicll in-oeess his neighbors, 
who liave not bi-on invited to the ball 
and wlio are kept uwalce by the raelvut, 
writhe in agony and call down maledic- 
tions iu)on tlu! head of Dives, his guests, 
his retainers and all their descendants 
to tiiy-fertieth generation. 

It> tliis way Dives advertises himself 
to his guests as a man of wealth, who 
can aft'ord to entertain liberally, and to 
his neighbors and the public generally 
as a man of iniluence, who can break 
the i^eaee with impunity and need not 
fear the ali rest of his servants for mak- 
ing 'a] disturbance one-tenth of which 
would "land a casual reveler in a dun- 
geon cell before be had time to begiv 
the .second installment. It is very 
pleasant for Oive.s — but bow about his 
neighbors? In this land of the free, 
where every man is, theoretically, as 
good as another, and in his own estima- 
tion a greiat deal lietter, have they no 
rights which even Dives and his howl- 
in*; henchmen arc bound to respect? 
Must their rest be broken and their 
sleep destroyed that his s(H-vants' legs 
may be siiared the fatigue of running 
after carriages? learned, some 

while ago, that, as to the subordinate 
temples of .BaechTi8r,"nim and music 
won't mix." Docs the same principle 
apply to r/ine and midnight ululations? 

If not, wliy not? \Vhy .shoulil one 
man who has been making merry with 
\his friends be arnisted for singing 
■■ "We Won't Go Ilomc Till Z\lorniug!'' 
and another be permitted to stand for 
hoiu's in the public streets shouting: 
"Number Fortj--two — Number Seven — 
Number Eighty-six!"' in a voice that 
scares tbo S[iarro\vs from tlve'ir perches 
three blocks away? The convedod 
fact that the former is enjoying him- 
self, wliile the latter is not, has noth- 
ing to do with the question. Simple 
enjoyment is no crime per se, though 
siome cross-grained persons would like 
to make it .so; nor is a man justified in 
making a nuisaneo of him.self by the 
fact that he is working or even doing 
penance. It is hard work for a burglar 
to break into a safe, but his labor is 
not counted to him in mitigation of his 
sentence. 

CABINET TRAGEDIES. 

Those UiKlcr I'rosidoul Iliirrlxoii Mutohcd 
by Those Under I'rc.sUloiit Tyler. 
^ , The tragedies in the official family of 
Pre.sident Harrison, great though they 
' are, are matched by those in the Cab- 
inet of President Tyler, fifty years ago, 
says the New York Sun. That adminis- 
tration began with a tragedy, foi- the 
death of the aged Cfeneral Harrison, 
though occurring from natural causes, 
can-.not be counted, in view of all the 
circumstances, as aiight hut tragic. In 
December of the next j'car, 1843, oc- 
curred the tragedy of the United States 
.ship Somcr.s — the mutiny, the trial by 
court-martial, and the execution of 
three sailor.s, one of whom was the sou 
of the actual Secretary of War. In 
June, 1843, the Resident, with some of 
his Cabinet, journeyed to Boston to at- 
tend the ceremonies of the dedication of 
Bunker Hill monument; and there, 
Hugh Legare, Secretary of State, was 
stricken with a mortal di.sease and died. 
lJut the tragedies of tlu; admniistration 
had not reached their climax. On Feb- 
ruary 28, 1644; at the invitation of Cbm- 
moddire Stoclcton, the President with 
his fiancee, ^listi Gardner, her father, 
and with the members of the Cabinet 
and nearly one hundred other persons 
of high ollicial rank, embarked on Cap- 
tain ]'>ics.sou's new steamer Princeton, 
belonging to the navy, to inspect the 
new machinery and to watch the firing 
of the two great guns which the vessel 
mounted. On the trip two of the guns 
were fired twice. On the homeward 
trip, abf)ve Mount Vernon, preparations 
were made to lire a third shot. Aroinid 
the gun stood nearly all the principal 
inen who carried on the Ooverninent of 
, f|k0 United States. The gun was fired, 
and burst, killing eight persons and 
wounding nearly a score. Tlir I'resi- 
dent had been called aside tlie instant 
the gun wjus fired, b\)t Secretary of 
State Upshur and Thomas (Jilmer, Sec- 
retary of the Navy, were killed, as well 
as Mr. liardner. Commodore Kennon, 
Virgil Maxey, two sailors, and the 
President's servant. .Mr. trdmer had 
been Secretary of the Navy for only ten 
days, and had taktin the post much 
against his own inclinations. Thomas 
n. Benton was oiie of the party whose 
gaycty was so terrible stilled; hut 
though the President's serv.ant, who 
stood at bis left, was killed, be himself 
was unhurt, except the breaking of his 
left ear-drum^ 

Settled by Science. 

A recent inicmscopie .study by Ilerr 
Sehultz of the .skin of toads and sala- 
manders has yielded some interesting 
results. Therp aretwo kmds of ;,dands, 
mucous ana Jioison glands. The former 
arc numei^dtis byier the whole body, 
while the latter are on the Ijody aiul 
limbs, and there are groups in the ear 
regicm behind the eye, and in the sala- 
mander at the angle of the jaw. The 
poison glands are, of coui'se, protective, 
and the corrosive juice is tlischarged 
dilTcrently in toads and salamanders 
on stimulating electrically. In the lat- 
ter it is spurted out in a fine jot, some- 
time.'; more than a foot in ituigth; where- 
as in tlTe toad, after long action of the 
eurri!nt, it exudes sparingly in drops. 
There is no rea.son for supposing that 
the mucous glands become poisonous. 



FIRED ON BY CHILIANS. 

An American Schooner's Alarming Experience 
With One of the Kebel War VeHsels. 

San Francisco, April 29.— The schooner 
FredC. Sanders, from Toltoi, Chili, has 
reached port after a rather alarming experi- 
ence in the troubled waters of Chili. Civpt. 
Ross told with disgust of the exasperating 
treatment ho had received. Aa ho was en- 
tering the harbor at Toltoi, Hying the Amer- 
ican flag, he was set upon by tho n>an-of-war 
Covadenga. A whole broadside was poured 
into the Bohooner and but for the miserable 
niarksnianiship of the gunners tho little 
schooner would have sunk. As it was tho 
main halyards were cut and tho sail caino 
down by tho run. A top mast backstay was 
also cut. 

The captain tacked about and was making 
all sail out to aeo; when ft second shot 
brought him to. .An. officer of tho war ship 
then came aboard and groat was his aston- 
ishment when hb saw what a mistake had 
been mado. He assured Captain Ross of 
his profound regrets ' and said that tho 
Bclioouer had ba'en fired upon in mistake for 
tho government vessel Imperial, tlien about 
due. Tlie people of Toltoi, saysCapt. Ross, 
are on the verge of starvation. Fiour is 
worth $50 in gold a barrel and beef $2 a 
pound.

Thomas Godfrey, After Fighting: 
Many Hard Battles, Strikes 
Luck iu Eootenay. 



He is Here to Interest Victoria Capi- 
tal in His M!nes-A Christ- 
mas i^urprise. 



Thomas Godfrey, a bronzed and weather- 
beaten veteran of the Crimea, now engaged 
in busi<:^'ss as a mining and prospecting 
expert at Ainsworth, is in town, for the 
purpose of waking up Victoria capitalists to 
the importance of the great Kootcnay coun- 
try as a field for investment. Three-fourths 
of the capital invested in British Columbia's 
mines in his district, Mr. Godfrey says, is 
American, and being a "Britisher through 
and through," he wants to see this order of 
things changed. He feels assured that 
there is plenty of money to be made in 
Kootenay, and he would prefer to have it 
keep at home. The mines owned by Mr. 
Godfrey are the Margaret Ann, the Aurora, 
the. Ceres and the Minerva, all on the 
East side of the mountain from Ains- 
worth. Capital is required to work 
them, but the owner is confident 
that each is a good piece of property. The 
shaft is down 25 feet into the Margaret 
Ann, to tap a vein of ore 3^ to 4 feet wide, 
which assays §250 to the ton in silver, with 
a lead per centuge of 29. The Ceres, an 
extension of the well-known No. 1, has 
shown as high an assay as 1,100 oz. to the 
toiil The prospects in all the mines of the 
camp are bright, particular attention being 
just now directed to the Fourth, from 
which the same veins run up the mountain 
to the now celebrated Skyline. The 
Minerva has a ledge about 15 feet wide, the 
ore assaying $15 to the ton. All the claims 
are working, and the majority are shipping 
ore to Butte, Montana. To illus- 
trate how rich the whole coun- 
try from which he comes is, 
Mr. Godfrey says that the wagons going 
over the new road throui;h the forest, from 
Bonner's Ferry to Kootenai, on theNorthera 
Pacific, travel over an almost solid body of 
mineral wealth. The wheels of the wugons 
are making ruts which glitter temptingly, 
and rich ore is turned up by the feet of the 
teams. 

In Mr. Godfrey's posaestion is a document 
that tells his war record briefly. It reads 
as follows ; — 

Copyof Dis liarge— Thoao are to certify that 
No. 3,113, 30th Kegiment, No. 3,2G2.Ro)al Horse 
Artillery, and No. 32ti Commissariat Stalf Corps, 
Statr Horgeani Thomas Godfrey, born In the 
parish of Southampton, iu the county of W ar- 
wick, was enlisted at Coventry fur tlio 3Utli 
Regl'iient. on April 25th, 1849. That the ser- 
vice that ho is entitled to reckon is eighteen 
years and one hundred and^iirteen (iiiya. 
Service abroad— Cephulonia, 2}"'year3 ; Gibral- 
tar, IJ years; Crimea, 2 years, Medals- 
Crimean and Turlcisli and Crimean. Clasps for 
Alma. Inkermau and Sebastopol. Dated at 
Liublla, September 10th, 18C8. 

About a year ago the old soldier was a 
poor man. He determined to make a trial 
of the richness of the famed Kootenay coun- 
try, and set out for that di.strict from 
Grunite Mount, where he had been living 
with his family. For months he wandered 
over that vast region, and was finally re- 
wanled by the discovery of a fine rich mine. 
] laving tuktn proper precaulinns to sei:uro 
posse.-sioii, and having received several 
tempting olfers for his claiuis, be started 
home, it was i\earer from where he was to 
go to Spokiinc, but what was his Hnr|irisc, 
when he i ('ai'lKMl there, la.st ("liris-I nias Day, 
to lind lii.i family, who hiving' hraid of hia 
gdod •'orlnne tliiongli a niiniiiL; joninal, had 
giine to Spokane, as Mr. (ioilfrey had writ- 
len thiit he would be going out that «ay. 
Ho is now an old man; but tho memory of 
that happy Ohristmus he will always treas- 
ure as one of llie most happy incidents of his 
oveutful life.
